L0K0T REPUBLIC: Well, there is a small town of Lokot' in the \ 
R. S. P. S. R., just east of Byelorussia. It is conceivable that 
some sort of republic existed there during the Russian Civil War, 
but I am not familiar with It, 

DADRA: Two cities in India, Daiara and ladri, are the only geo- 
graphical, political, linguistic,' ethnographical, tribal, or what- 
everelse references I could find. I suspect a spelling variation. 
For instance, the Tatra Mountains are called "Badra" In some dia- 
lects.
